II, In pursuance of the powers conferred by the proviso 
to sub-section (4) of Section 11 of the said Act, the ap- 
proval of the Secretary, Forward Markets Commission has 
been obtained for dispensing with, in the interest of 
the trade, the condition of previous publication of the
